From every part of the globe 
reports will come pouring into 
this country, establishing for the| 
first time in 11 years new day, 
to-day buying and selling rates| 
for the Canadian dollar, 

‘The rates which exchange mar- 
kets set for the dollar, previous 

pegged at 9.1 discount in ra- 
lation to United States currency, 
will to some degree reflect ths| 
confidence the world has In the| 
whole Canadian economic struc-| 
ture. 

Canadian offictals make no 
predictions as to what will hap- 
pen to the dollar, cast off from| 
government control for the first 
time since 1939, but Washington| 
officials say It may shoot tight up 
to par with the U.S. dollar and 
then drop part way back. 

Some London experts hazard 
the same guess of parity within 
a day or two but say that the 
dollar may shoot higher than the 
US. ‘dollar later in the week.

United tSates Navy announced t0- 
day the mine sweeper Magpie has| 
been sunk by a floating mine near 
North Korea: Twenty-one men| 
are misting.

Before Stabbing 

Toronto, Oct. 11. (CP)—A state 
ment read in court Tuesday 
quoted John Bigelow, 20, as say- 
ing be stabbed John’ McRae, 38, 
while resisting a “homosexual at- 
tack” but McRae testitied: that 
the stabbing was unprovoked. 

Bigelow is being tried for the 
attempted murder of McRae, 
University of Western Ontarlo| 
professor stabbed three times with 
a butcher knife July 30 in his 
residence here. 

‘Bigelow's statement was ad- 
mitted as evidence by Mr. Justice 
E.R. E. Chevrier-after lengthy 
argument with the jury excluded. 
It was taken by Detective-Serg- 
eant William Mulholland a few 
hours. after. the stabbing which 
doctors testified was nearly fatal, 

‘The statement quoted Bigelow 
as saying he told reporters shortly 
after the stabbing: “It’s just ‘a 
case of homosexual attack and 
T trled to defend myself.” 

‘The statement sald Bigelow met 
McRae in a downtown hotel and 
they went to the latter's house to 
have a few drinks and something 
to eat, It added that McRae “start 
ed feeling my body. I hauled off 
and gave him a sucker shot. . .I 
went down to the kitchen 
Erabbed a butcher knife. He went 
at'me and I stabbed him. He got 
the knife and came at me. I got it 
and stabbed him again.”

Details of where and how the 
cobalt radio isotopes are used tn 
the defence factories are being 
kept secret. 

It is known that “atom ray” 
cobalt wire is being used to detect, 
flaws In metal. It also allows en- 
gineers to make micro-measure- 
ments. 

When atomized cobalt is sur- 
rounded by metal objects under 
fest, the.“atom rays" strike 
through the metal and onto a film 
which pictures its construction. 
has been found that atomlc- 
treated cobalt is 50-per-cent 
stronger for exposure purposes 
than Its equivalent in radium. It

‘When you are resting or having 
lunch in'the fleld or woods, open 
the breech of your gun and draw 
‘the shell or shells trom the cham- 
bers, Then lay the gun flat on the 
ground, preferably under the pro- 
tection’ of a convenlent bush to 
avold having it stepped on. Check 
the breech and the muzzle thor 
oughly before reloading to make 
sure that they are free of obstru- 
etions.

JUDGE KELLOCK 
TO ARBITRATE. 
RAIL DISPUTE 


Will Dictate Final 
And Binding. Terms 


Ottawa, Oct, 18 (CP) — Mr. 
Justice R, L; Kellock of the Su- 
preme Court of Canada 1s the| 
government arbitrator who willl 
work out settlement terms in| 
the rallway wage-hour dispute. 

‘The Justice, who has been call- 
ed on several times to conduct 
major investigations for the gov- 
ernment, was chosen by the cab-| 
inet late yesterday to bring an| 
end to the wage dispute that pre-| 
clpitated last August's general 
rall strike. 

Within the area still at {suc 
between the rallways and 17 un- 
tons representing 124,000 employ- 
ees, he will be empowered to| 
dictate final and binding settle 
ment terms. 

‘These will deal chiefly with 
the amount of a general-wage 
Increase, the effective date for 
the five-day, 40-hour week and 
the classes of employees to which 
these concessions will be extend- 
ed. 

The compulsory arbitration 
was ordered under an Aug. 30 
parliamentary bill which ended 
the strike alter nine days. The| 
disputants were given until last 
Saturday to work out a settle- 
mest among’ themselves, but 
were unable to reach agreement 
either on contract terms or on 
the choice of an arbitrator. 

It is expected that Mr. Justice 
Kellock will get to work mme-| 
diately on the task of laying 
down settlement terms, One of 
his first moves probobly will be 
ty consult with the disputants| 
at Montreal, 

Limited to Area 

While his power to dictate 
terms Is absolute, it is Umited| 
to the area laid down by parlia- 
ment in the Aug. 30 bill— the| 
field still in dispute when nego- 
tations broke off. 

For instance he will have to 
award a wage Increase some- 
where between the four cents 
an hour offered by the companies| 
and the seven cents sought by 
the unions. The four cents al-| 
ready fs in effect. 

On the disputed 40-hour week 
with no Joss in take-home pay| 
from the present 48 hours, he 
will fix the effective date’ be-| 
tween next June 1 and next Sept, 
1, These are the dates extended| 
by the unions and companies, 
respectively.

Jkrams we've been watching over| 
‘Boston's NBC outlet, designated| 
as Channel Four, are as crude as 
early vintage movies (many of 
them are early vintage movies), 
[but TV 1s really ‘quite perplexing.| 
When it’s good It’s terrific, Either 
way, It's hypnotic. 
We watched the four World 
[Series games telecast. This is the| 
medium at its best. I've never 
seen a series In the flesh, but I've
